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Board Splits on Wage Proposal ' Vofes Building Levy 



Wages far city employees and a levy on building permits 
forced another split in the Hazard Board of Commissioners dur- 
ing Monday night’s regular meeting at City Hall 

By a vote of 2-1 with Commissioner George Feltner dissent- 
ing. Mayor Douglas Combs and Commissioner Calloway Colwell; 

1 approved a $2 levy on residential building permits and 
a $5 levy on business building permits; and 

2 rejected a motion by Feltner calling for a $1 minimum 
wage for all city employees, a 44-hour work week, and time and 
one-half for overtime. 

In other business, the board; 

1 splitting again with Feltner objecting, established itaeW 
under ordinance as the final appeal agency for city employees 
who have been fired or suspended. 

2 at the request of the City Prosecutor Don Ward approved 
a maximum salary of $300 a month as his salary from now 
until Dec 1st, unless requested fot- beyond that date by Ward 
The position normally pays well in excess of $300 per month 

3 purchased a heavy duty, high-speed police cruiser from 
the Gene Baker Motor Oo. 

4 reduced previous $2,000 appropriation to the City Re- 
creation Board by $500. the amount required to operate the 
Bobby Davis 9wimming Pool. City Manager Hobert Wooten told 
board members the city has been operating the pool. At the 
time of the original appropriation, the board had reportedly

planned on placing the pool under the recreation tommissio;i 

The fees on building permits was passed only after a heat- 
ed discussion between Feltner, and Mayor Combs and Colwell 

Mayor Combs. Colwell and Curt Feltner, chairman. Planning 
and Zoning Board, defended the levy, arguing that the tax 
would place the cost of operating the P.Z.C. on the people who 
use it. 

Curt Feltner said: 

“We have 20 applications a month, approximately 250 a 
year These are the only people using the services of the com- 
mission. The thinking of the Planning and Zoning board has 
been that these people should pay the cost of the board in- 
stead of having all >of the people pay for it through the general 
fund.” 

Commissioner Feltner argued “it wouldn’t be a good thing 
for the dty at large.” 

He noted that the $500 alloted from the general fund for 
the P.Z.C. represented but two-tenths of one percent of each 
city resident’s tax bill. 



Curt Feltner defended the P ZC. noting that without it the 
city would have not developed a Major Street Plan, Subdivision 
regulations, or had the public-planning services of the State 
Department of Economic Security made available to the city 
The levies on building permits were recommended to City 
Commissioners by the Planning and Zoning Board 

Controversy continued when the Board tackled two prob- 
lems affecting city employees. 

The hourly wage scale prepared by City Manager Wooten 
at the request of the Board came in for hot discussion when 
Feltner charged it would mean employees having to take less 
on the hour and working overtime to equal what they’re getting 
now. 

Feltner said his idea for the hourly wage scale, first sug- 
gested during the board's June meeting, was to eliminate over- 
time and provide better wages. 

The hourly scale, according to City Manager Wooten, was 
based on 1958-59 budget, previously approved by the board 

Feltner charged that policemen in Hazard work for $224 



a month, but that towns smaller than Hazard “•tart them at 
$260.” 

After Feltner made his wage motion. Mayor Combs inter- 
jected: 

“In making the motion. Commissioner Feltner, would you 
suggest or have any way of meeting the increase” costs to the 
city. 

Feltner replied: 

“We spent $2,000 on a tractor I believe the city can find 
a way” 

Colwell noted the city had granted two wage Increase with- 
in the past three yean. 

Also causing dissension was the question of whether city 
employees should have the right to appeal a suspension or fir- 
ing beyond the Board of Commissioners. 

The ordinance, passed with Feltner voting against it. stops 
the right of appeal at the Board. An alternative, pointed out by 
City Manager Wooten, would have been an ordinance allowing 
the right of appeal to extend beyond the board 

Feltner charged the new ordinance will “discourage bring- 
ing new. good, personnel” into the police force. 

Commissioner Colwell defended the ordinance, noting: 

“I don’t see how any man could want any more protec- 
tion.”

Charges Combs, Thomas, Maggard 
With Trial Practices 'Contrary to Law' 

Two Perry County magistrates, Burnam Thomas 
and Bradley Combs, and Perry County Jailor Charley 
Maggard have been ordered to cease “practices con- 
trary to the law” in the handling of misdeameanor 



The restraining order against 
the three was issued this week 
in Circuit Court under a com- 
plaint filed by Magistrates Babe 
C. Noplis, 4th District. 

The order stops the three 
from a variety practices outlin- 
ed in Noplis’ complaint as il- 
legal 

Held Back Trials 

Noplis charged that Maggard 
has been booking misdeameanor 
cases to Combs and Thomas and 
refusing prisoners the right to 
have their hearings in other 
courts, including Noplis’. 

He said Maggard has “in 
more than one instance” caused 
prisoners to be held in Jail 
for "two or three” days await 
ing the “pleasure” of Combs 
and Thomas to try them, and 
allowing arresting officers to 
select the court where prisoners 
will be tried. 

Combs and Thomas were pre- 
vented by the order from com- 
ing into the Fourth District and 
holding court. Noplis said the 
two have been holding court at 
the Jail, taking bonds and pleas 



of the prisoners and accepting 
fines and costs. 

Noplis charged: 

The “Jailer doesn’t have the 
right to designate” • Courts, 
Judges or Justices for trying 
prisoners, and that “magistrates 
of districts outside the Fourth 
have no right to come into the 
Fourth and hold Court.” 

In the complaint, Noplis 
charged the “practices have 
been going on for four or five 
years” and that prisoners are 
being deprived of a “speedy 
trial” and the “right to give 
bond” while awaiting trial. 

Not Doprivod of Monoy 

Noplis noted that while the 
practices had not “derived” 
him of any money, is “anxious 
to perform his full duty as a 
Justice of the Peace” and is 
prevented from “so doing by 
these unlawful acts.” 

The complaint stated that 
Noplis believes the public is 
generally interested because 
they are entitled to have all 
i “Jailers, Justices of the Peace 
and other officers comply with 
the law.”

A conflict-of-interest suit has been filed here by the State 
Attorney General’s office to remove Leo Allen, a member of the 
Perry County Board of Education, from office. 

Allen, the suit charges, last year sold the Board gasoline i 
for trucks and cars in violation of a Kentucky statue which pre- 1 
vents Board members from transacting business with the board. 

The suit, filed by Attorney General Jo M. Ferguson, in Perry 
Circuit Court specifies that Allen sold the board “gasoline, oil 
and general filling station services” in the amounts of $398 52 in 
November and $419.69 in December. 

Allen, a resident of Buckhorn took office as a member of 
the board in January of 1957. He was to have served until Janu- 
ary, 1961 

The suit charges that in the same year, Allen acquired an 
interest "either direct or indirect” in the Airport Service Station, 
located on Ky 80 at the Combs road. The illegal purchases were 
made by the board at the station.

County Budget Makes Best Out ot Nothing

The most that can be said about the 
1958-59 Perry County budget is that it 
represents the sincere efforts of the 
County Judge, County Attorney, magis- 
trates and other county officials to make 
the most out of nothing. 

Plagued by the unpaid bills of the 
previous administration, including the 
$49,000 flood disaster loan, and faced 
with the prospect of being shorted over 
$65,000 by the Federal Office of Civil 
Defense, it is a wonder that the present 
administration could devise a budget. 

Budget Reflects Condition 

The county's deplorable financial 
condition is reflected in the new budget 
Most of the county offices were forced 
to take cuts, either in salaries or materi- 
als Other governmental services are to 
be handicapped for lack of funds. 

We would not have our readers be- 
lieve that all of these slashes came about 
with full support of the officials involv- 
ed. In some instances, the salary reduc- 
tions were grugingly received. Nobody, 
including us, ever wants less money than 
what we got before for the same job. 
That’s human nature. 

The new budget is higher than last 
years — primarily because of the $19,000 
in salaries voted the magistrates earlier 
this year. Even this item is subject to 
change. The Kentucky Court of Appeals 
must rule on the act that opened the 
door of the county’s treasury to the 
magistrates. 

The budget provides little hope for 
county social agencies. 

Hospitals Get More? 

Hospitals are getting more for in- 
digent care — but the amount won’t off- 
set the increased costs of operation or 
expenses resulting from the growing de- 
mand for medical services. 

The position of dog warden has been 
abolished. A good riddance since ap- 
parently the warden’s capacity for 
rounding up dogs was only surpassed by 
the reproductive habits of the countless 
strays that roam the countryside and 
city. 

Funds for education and libraries 
were cut by $2,000, a situation which 
hardly reflects favorably upon the coun- 
ty It probably couldn’t be helped, but 
we wonder now if Johnny is ever going 
to be able to read? 

And so it goes, one item after an- 
other. May we be so bold to say that we 
get what we pay for! And thus it follows

LETTER 

Commissioner Stresses 
Importance of Curfew 

To the Editor: 

As you readers know, the City has been 
without a curfew law to keep children off the 
streets at night since May 5, 1958. To show 
that removing the curfew was a mistake and 
that it ehould be re-instated, I have written to 
several responsible persons, including FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover, State Safety Director 
Don Sturgill, and the Mayor of Knoxville, Tenn. 
requesting their advice. 

Mayor Jack Dance of Knoxville was kind 
enough to refer my letter to him to the Direc- 
tor of Public Safety in Tennessee, David M. 
Garrison. In a reply to my letter, Mr Garrison 
said: 

“Most parents agree the curfew is an aid 
because it gives them standards as guides.” 

In his letter, Mr. Garrison mentioned a 
study of curfew laws and juvenile delinquency 
recently carried out in major cities in California 
and he commented: “I am happy to say that 
several California cities report this law the 
most effective they have ever had toward curb- 
ing juvenile crimes.’* 

Mr. Garrison aL*o mentioned an incident 
where the curfew law was directly responsible 
for forcing delinquents and petty criminals 
out of the City of Knoxville to ply their illegal 
trade somewhere else. 

Mr. Garrison sent me a copy of the Knox- 
ville curfew ordinance, which I plan to present 
at a City Commissioner’s meeting sometime in 
the near future with the hope that my fellow 
commissioners will have the foresight, wisdom, 
and common sense to follow the example set 
by other cities who comment so favorably on 
the desirability of a curfew restriction. 

I feel that the situation should be made 
known to the public since the public is having 
to bear the result of doing away with the much- 
needed curfew. My fellow commissioners would 
leave it to the parents to control their children 
at night. While this is well and good, the plain 
fact is that some parents cannot or will not 
keep their children from roaming the streets 
at night. And as Mr. Garrison said, parents 
need and welcome standards as guides in han- 
dling their 90 ns and daughters.

First Victim of Electric Chair 
In State, Died In 1911 

Frankfort, July 1(V Few persons this year are celebrating 
July S— the 47th anniversary of Kentucky’s first legal electro- 
cution. 

Prior to that date in 1911, all criminals condemned to 
death were sentenced to hang Since them. 191 persons have 
died in the electri* chair at Eddyville State Penitentiary 

The first was a young man found guilty of murder by a 
Marion County jury He was granted a 30-dav stay of oxecu 
tion by Acting Gov W H. Cox because of a delay in installa- 
tion of the electric chair, which served until ib'vjt a year ago 
when a new one replaced it. 

I coking on from a veil across the corridor was a Lincoln 
County man who was to become the chair’s second victim. 

A reporter, describing the first electrocution, wrote: 

“In the progress of the execution, the death of the prison 
physician. Dr. H H Moss, was narrowly averted by timely 
warning not to touch the condemned man’s arm while the 
current was passing through his body Just after the first 
shock, before the current had been released. Dr Moss came 
near meeting a similar death when he started to touch Buck- 
ner’s arm to feel for pulsation. But for a timely warning 
from the chief engineer from the electric room, as the doctor’s 
hand was within a short distance of the arm, he too would 
probably have met death. 

Since a provision of law that persons convicted of rape be 
hanged in the county where the crime was committed was 
repealed in 1938. all legal executions in Kentucky have been 
Dy electrocution. 

A bill to abolish the death penalty in the Commonwealth 
lied in the 1958 Legislature.

Wild West Showman Rates Earp 

Good Lawman, Fast on Draw 

(Author’s note: Mr. Ed Hiler and his 
Western variety show appeared in Collin’s 
Field Monday night, sponsored by the Frater- 
nal Order of Police. Upon hearing about Mr 
Hiler and some of his interesting personal 
associations, this writer decided that an in- 
terview with the man might be very worth- 
while. It was. With apologies for the repeated 
first person references, the following is the 
text of our interview and bits of description 
of the Westerner). 

About one pm., the little, wizened, tough 
looking old man walked into the newspaper 
office without speaking. He wasn’t more 
than five feet, six inches tall. He had on strip- 
ed pants and a solid green shirt and no hat. 

“Are you Mr. Hiler?” I asked him. “Ed 
Hiler?” 

“That’s me. I was supposed to talk to 
someone here.” He spoke without smiling and 
stood before my desk, rubbing his chest as 
if he were in pain He pulled up a chair and 
sat down, looking like a little boy except for 
the lines in his leathery face. 

“Make it fast. I’m kind of sick this morn- 
ing,” he said, 

Wyatt Earp In California 

“Yes sir. It won’t take long. Did you 
know Wyatt Earp, Mr. Hiler?” I had already 
heard that he once was a friend of the fa- 
mous lawman, buM wanted to hear him tell 
about it. 

“Yes, 1 knew Wyatt Earp I knew him 
when he made his fortune in the California 
gold fields He died in 1929.” Mr. HUer rub- 
bed lus chest again and looked t<>wa{d the 
office floor. Tliftml chair seemed much too 
large for him. ^ 

“And how old are you, Mr Hiler?” He 
didn’t look a day over 50, nor did he walk 
any oldar than that, and I was vaiy Much 
surprised when he said he was 78, born Apr. 
2, 1880 in Granger, 'lex But I wa dad he 
was that old It made his story much more 
credible, 

“Could you describe Mr Earp for me, 
sir? How did he impress you?” 

Mr. Hiler looked straight at me for the 
first time and leaned closer, apparently so 



he could hear me better. I had to repeat my 
question, and then he said: 

“He was a good lawman Very fast with 
a gun He always wore a handle bar must- 
ache. When he died he looked much different 
because his mustache was short.” 

“I see. And what about Bat Masterson 
Did you know him?” Mr. Hiler seemed im- 
patient and I thought he was about to leave, 
and I felt a slight surge of panic because 
there was a lot I wanted to ask him. 

“Yes, I knew Bat Masterson. He later 
became a sport writer for a New York news- 
paper. I saw him a lot with Wyatt Earp.” 

Then Mr. Hiler began voluntering infor- 
mation. 1 gladly let him talk. 

Geronimo Preached Gospel 

He told of an interview he once had with 
Geronimo, the infamous Indian who terroriz- 
ed the West for a time before the turn of the 
century. He said he talked with Geronimo 
five hours one day, while the Indian was a 
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Fabled Indian War Chief Died 
As Preacher of the Gospel 

prisoner in the Fort Sill. Oklahoma prison 
Geronimo related his life story to Mr Hiler, 
and he later used the information in help- 
ing advise in the making of the movie, “I 
Killed Geronimo.” 

Geronimo was Cherokee, according to 
Mr. Hiler and contrary to the popular notion 
that has always associated the fabled Indian 
war chief with Apache heritage. Mr Hiler 
said Geronimo told him his Cherokee par- 
ents took him West as a small child. When 
his parents were killed, members of the 
Apache tribe took him and -aised him as an 
Apache, waiting until he was a man to tell 
him of his true ancestry. Geronimo died 
preaching the gospel, Hiler said. 

When he quit talking about Geronimo. I 
asked him to tell me about his days in the 
movies and the time he spent with the Texas 
Hangers. 1 he man spanned his movie career 
in a sentence: 

“I spent four years with Tom Mix, four 
years with Ken Maynard, two with Buck 
Jones and two with Raymond Hatton.” 

He said he was in the Texas Rangers 
from 1900 until 1920 His father, also a Rang- 
er, was killed in 1912. 

Role In Western Movie 

I hen 1 asked Mr. Hiler again about the 
more recent movie, “I Killed Geronimo.” He 
had already told me about helping to write 
the movie. He looked irritated when I 
brought the subject up again, but I persisted 
and he began talking again, and again clutch- 
ing his side. I guessed he was rather sick. 

He said he had a small role as a mem- 
ber of the cavalry in “1 Killed Geronimo ” 

. .. “J ? ot ki,,ed ^ree times in 20 weeks” 
while 1 liming that picture, he said “The 
cavalry was larger when we finished the pic- 
ture than when we started, after all the 
shooting.” 

Without warning, then, Mr. Hiler inter- 
1 have to go,” and with a slight nod of thanks 
rupted himself and declared: “I’m in a hurry, 
in my direction, the little friend of perhaps 
three of the Old West’s most famous charac- 
ters, Wyatt Earp, “Bat” Masterson and the 
Indian, Geronimo, eased himself out of the 
Herald office and disappeared up the street.

1 p 
The second incident js even j 
more forceful In the city of f 
Edinburgh there stands today 
the ruins of an ancident castle 
In the olden days Edinburgh 1 
Castle was one of the strongest | 
fortresses in all Scotland, built , 
for protection on a hill.
